The placing of sf-cirities 
has been left entirely with the pro- 
moter and ofwner of Tsilroaei. 

"The Immediate determination of 
what '>«"'<"f« the railroad shall be 
permitted to r e ce i v e and wtat bur- 
dens it shall have put on it is in the 
hands of other sen-ant3 of the public

"Managing a railroad is quite differ- 
ent from managing a government 
when the money to ratoed by tazap" 
tlon.
